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THE ORIENTAL-CAUCASIAN 
CONFLICT ON THE FRASER 3 

The theory that the introduction of Oriental labor invariably reduces the standard 
of wages below what the Caucasian is willing to accept receives a rude jolt in the dispatches 
of yesterday which relate how the Jap fishermen, on strike against the reduction in the 
price paid by the canneries for sockeyes, boarded the boats of the Greek fighermen who 
refused to go on strike and threw their catches back into the Fraser river. Here is a case 
where the Jap is the striker and the Caucasian is the strike-breaker. 

As a matter of fact, the Pacific Coast is commencing to learn that the Japs are a 
good deal like ‘other classes of humanity but, being more primative and more recently 
rescued from the barbaric state, are more direct in their methods. That they are by no 
means the reconciled and docile servitors that the Caucasians have popularly been prone to 
believe them has long ago become apparent to those who have had opportunity to observe 
them al close range. Having been accustomed to a lower standard of living, they have no 
difficulty in beating the Caucasian out in the competition for cheapness, but that does not 
debar them, when the occasion is propitious, fromdemanding much, California ts discover- 
ing this in her experience with the Japs in the fruit-growing business, which they have very 
largely taken possession of by first driving the white pickers out of the orchards and then

London, Aug. 5—Tho American out- 
cry over the development of a British 
naval base In Bermuda-ts given great 
prominence in the London newspapers 
which deny the suggestion that dt js 
almed ‘at the Monroe doctrine, 

The Dally Mall says the strengthen- 
Ing of the British squadron {Is due to 
two causes: 

“First: The approaching opening of 
the Panama canal, whioh will be large- 
ly used by British shipping that will 
require protection in war, and Bermuda 
Is an admirable base for such a squad- 
ron. 

“Second: The recognition at the ad- 
miralty of the importance of giving 
sreater protestion generally to British 
shipping plying belween the United 
Kingdom and the United States, 

“In recent manocures the ‘Red 
Fleet,’ representing the enemy succeed- 
ed in despatching a large force of 
crulsers to attack the ‘Blue’ or British 
trade in the Atlantio, Such stratesy 
would certainly be attempted in actual 
war and to meet ft a fleet based on Ber- 
muda Js required.

Noticeable Feature of Trip is 
Infrequent Reference — in 
Towns Visited to the Finan- 
cal Stringency — Cash 
Trade Good, 


(Special to the Capital.) 

Lloydminster, Alta.,, Aug, 5—Vast 
flelds of waving grain Just beginning to 
turn and in which the reaper will be 
seen in the near future, proved the 
centre of interest for the Edmonton 
business men on their trip over the 
main line as far east as the Alberta 
boundary yesterday, 

From information zathered along the 
road the concensus of opinion is that 
4 record-breaking crop will be har- 
Vested this year and the only two items 
which are of interest to the farmers 
today are whether they will be able to 
Secure sumMelent help during harvest 
and a suflciency of cars tor the trans- 
portation of their grain to market, once 
IU is harvested. With respeot to the 
latter there promises to be no trouble, 
The different districts are well orga- 
nized and long ago notified the Alberta 
department of agriculture with the re- 
sult theft they have been assured of 
plenty of help during the harvest per- 
iod. Business men arrived here last 
night and left at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

Breakfast over, a tour of the town 
was in order, visitors meeting all re- 
tailers and discussing problems of in- 
terest ito Hoth, 

A noticeable feature of the entire trip 
has been the scarcity of discussion 
respecling the financial stringency. So 
far as the farming districts are con- 
cerned they are not interested in the 
Balkan war, and do not know eyen that 


money has tightened In the larger cen- |: 


fres, They have completed” their 
year's work and are assured of good 
crops, Which jn turn means plenty of 
money, Consequently all talk of @ mo- 
ney stringency ls the same as a foreign 
Ingo, 

Lloydminster merchants state that 
this year has been one of the best in 
the history of the town The actual 
trade has been 40 per cent. better than 
previous years, and collections have 
proved anything but hard. There 8 


| plenty of money throughout the entire 
country and nothing to indicate a per- 


jod of depression: At Lamont last ev- 
ening the special train was imet by a 
delegation which comprised nearly all 
the citizens in the town, who marched 
to the station to the musio of full brass 
band. The visitors were made welcome 
In every possible way. 

Lamont, like the other towns on 
the main line, has shown remarkable 
development. during the past year. 

Today the special will stop at all the 
towns between here and Vegreville, and 
then goes to Camrose, where the train 
leaves the C.N.R. and switches over 
to the C.P.R, 

The trip of the business men 
promises to be a complete success. 
With ‘the best of weather and every 
member of ‘the party heartily interest- 
ed in the expedition the third annual 
expedition is now well started on its 
tour. Yesterday the special train cov- 
ered the Athabasca line of the 'O.N.R., 
returming to ‘the clly at 5 o'clock, and 
leaving almost {mmediately over the 
main line of the G.IN.R., going as far 
east as Lloydminster. ‘This evening the 
special {s being switched over to the 
C.P.h., and will cover the Hardisty 
and Lacombe branches, visiting all 
the towns and cltles en route. 

At every point along the route the 
visitors are accorded hearty reoep- 
tions. The business men are renew- 
Ing acqualntanceships with clients of 
years ‘standing and making lew friends 
among the retallerers who have recent- 
ly established in busines ‘a tlie newer 
towns. 

At Athabasca many of the visitors 
were surprised at the development 
which has taken place during the past 
year; business houses havo sprung up 
on every side and where the town's as- 
fessment was a year ago only a ttle 
over 81,000,000, it Is now nearly treble 
that amount. The citizens of the gate- 
way to the Peaco are enthusiastlo 
yoosters and do not leave a stone un- 
turned to add to the advertising whioh 
their town 49 naturally entitled. A 
special feature of Athabasoa !3 that no 
less than seven rallways are planned 
for the town, which vill, when com- 
pleted, rapidly place {tin the clly class. 
The retailers and wholesalers report 
that despite the money stringency that 
this is the best year ‘that they have 
ever had. 

‘Collections have been a, trifle slow, 
but are picking up rapidly, and the in- 
creased settlement Js adding daily ‘to 
an old establisned trade.

Two years ago Athabasca had a 
population of only 450; now it is ad- 
mittedly ‘over 2,000. 

Citizens of the northern town are 
especially interested in the gas fleld 
Which has been tapped, the flow from 
which {s now suMetent to light the 
town, while with deeper wells, which 
are to be bored this fall, the coun- 
ell expects to light and heat every resi- 
dence and dusiness place in the town, 

From an dndustnal standpoint Atha- 
basea has made rapid strides during the 
past year, She now has a briokyard, 
modern. in every respect, which Is 
turning out bricks at-the rate of 15,-

TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
TO MAKE PRINTERS 


Request for Establishment of 
One Presented by Montreal 
Organizations, 


Montreal, Aug, 5.—An Influential dele- 
gatlon representing the employing printers 
of the elty, the Typographical untons, and 
the Montreal technical school, called upon 
Sir Lomer Gouin, premler of the proyince, 
yesterday, to prefer a request for the es- 
tablishment of a. technical school where 
the art of printing and bookbinding would 
be taught, rs 

The necessity for such an institution, It 
is said, 1s caused by the shortage of ex-

People Are Indignant at Pro- 
posed Scheme for Renum- 
bering Streets, 


The citizens lying in the vicinity of 
Namayo avenue are incensed over the 
outrage now being perpetrated on them 
by the mayor and the committec ap- 
pointed svith power to act In ohanging 
the names and numbers of streets 
throughout the city, ; 

So indignant are these people that 
they discussed last night the advis- 
ibility of asking. the mayor to call a 
public meeting to discuss this matier. 
They feel that such a system should 
not be forced on the public unless a 
plebiscite is taken. 

One member of the informal gath- 
ering held Jast night called attention 
to a recent article in the Journal to 
the effect that the new system was 
similar to that used in New York and 
that what is good enough for New York 
should be good enough for Edinunton. 
He stated that this article Is not cor- 
rect and very miselading, inasmuch as 
444th street New York Cily Is fully 
seyen miles from the business centre 
of the city and 22nd street is just 
22 blocks from the-hub of New York. 

He went on to say that there are 
some big numbers in New York and 
they signify just what they mean, that 
is—144th street is just 144 blocks 
from the Dusiness centre of the city. 

The numerical streets are also di- 
vided east and west, Fifth avenue being 
the centre of the city, which means 
that there is an east 144th street as well 
as a west 144th street. For this rea- 
son the speaker contended thai in New 
York City you will not find a:numeri- 
cally named street containing five 
figures in any house number. The first 
nine ‘blocks east and west of Fifth ave- 
nue contain only three figures in the 
house numbers. - 

It was contended. that the scheme 
now being thrust on the. citizens of 
Edmonton is nowhere else to be found 
in operation anda very serious mis- 
take is being made if the citizens: wili 
allow this evstem to be forced upon 
them. 

It was also stated at the gathering 
that no city has ever before appointed 
a committee of three with power. to 
act-in.a matter so serious as the chang- 
ing of every. sireet name and house 
number ina city with a popuiation.of 
almost 80,000 people. 

No-definite action was taken but the 
popular opinion: was that the propos- 
ed scheme Is faulty and ridiculous and 
should not be allowed to pass. .

The superintendent. of the — street 
railway announces’that all possible 
preparationa-are being made to give the 
public the best street railway service 
to the exhibition this year that they 
have ever recelved.” With the new. cars 
already delivered it will be possible tu 
operate 62 at on time. 

It will also be posstbie to give a 
one-minute service from Jasper avenue 
to the fair grounds: during. the very 
busy hours and maintain about a five- 
minute > service at other periods 
throughout the day. 

Owing to the construction work now 


in progress along Alberta avenue and

route the Syndicate cars up Spruce 
avenue.

WILD BUFFALOES STILL 
EXISTING IN THE NORTH 


Three Separate Herds Are Located as 
the Result of Investigation 
Party Sent Out. 


The rumors that herds of wild buf- 
falo-stfll existed in the North country 
have been confirmed by the report of 
a party of investizcation sent out by the 
forestry branoh of the Dominfon gov- 
ernnient, under A. J. Bell, govern- 
ment agent af Fort Smith. 

The existence of at least three sep- 


sarate herds, in the district round the 


extreme northern boundary of Alberta, 
to the west of the Slave river, has been 
proved, according to the report, Each 
herd Is made up of ebout 45 bulls, 
cows and calves. Tha antmals strong- 
ly resemble the plains buffalo, from 
which they are descended, Dut having 
been forced to live In -hilly regions, 
they have somewhat altered their hab- 
{ts, becoming more agile and fleeter of 
foot. In the summer, the buffaloes 
travel by {wos and threes, but In win- 
ter they band together for mutual pro- 
tection against the timber wolf, walch 
{s thelr worst enemy, 

Several pictures of the buffalo: in 
thelr wild state have been obtained. 
The Indian chief, Plerre Squirrel, who 
acted as guide to the party, estimates 
that there are at Jeast 200 wild buf- 
falo in the district. 

The Dominion government, It 1s un- 
derstood, vill take immediate steps to 
prevent extermination of the iid 
sherds, and will further protect the ani- 
mais against their natural enemJes by 
increasing the bounty offered for tim- 
ber wolves, eggs alas
